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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . On April 12, 2004 the examiner imposed a restriction requirement over the phone 
and applicant elected without traverse to prosecute claims 5-29 and withdraw claims 1- 
4. Upon the examination of the elected claims and a review of the withdrawn claims, 
the examiner decided that no additional burden was posed by an examination of the 
withdrawn claims. Thus, the restriction requirement has been withdrawn and the 
following action addresses all the pending claims, i.e. claims 1-29. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is anexaminer's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method and structure to measure the cracking threshold of 
dielectric material wherein a structure as claimed is used wherein the determination of 
the crack threshold is equal to the largest width of dielectric material that is cracked. 
The prior art teaches testing structures (See e.g. US Patent No. 6,472,236). The prior 
art also teaches forming test structures with different metal structures with different 
dielectric widths therebetween (See e.g. US Patent No. 6,613,592 B1). The prior art 
also teaches testing structure to test for the strength of a device. (See e.g. Abstract of 
Taiwanese Document TW 522539 A). Finally, the prior art teaches forming strength 
rings around predetermined structures. (See e.g. US Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/01 67071 A1 ). But the prior art does not teach or suggest neither the combination 
of these elements nor the determination step based on the cracking of the largest width 
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of dielectric within the structure. Thus, the pending claims are neither anticipated nor 
obvious over the prior art.
